There is a perceptible falling off in 


tbe Democratic hilarity. The reason is 
obvious. The danger ol a split in tbe 
Republican party is seen to have been' 
exaggerated. Mr. Coakling cannot do 
much harm after all. 
He cannot hold 


his own legislature inffieiently to re- 
eleot himself. If he put* himself out- 
aide the party and trie* to attack it 
from the outside he will be entirely 
harmless. 
He has chosen a most un- 


favorable time for bin shindy. 
The 


country is contented. He i* tbe only 
unhappy 
Republican who ha* the 


•lightest disposition to upset the party, 
and if he ventures any further in bis 
effort* in that direction he will find 
himself all alone on the outside. 


It was in the smoking-room of an 


Atlantic steamer that a worthy Teuton 
was talking about weather forecasts. 
"Look hare," laid he, "I dell you vat it 
is. Yon petter don't dake no lohtook 
in dem weather predictions. Dose beo- 
ple don't know nodding. Dey can't 
tell no petter as I can." "But, my dear 
sir," said a person present, "they fore- 
told the storm which we have jnst en- 
countered." "Veil, dot isb so," aaid 
the Teuton contemplatively; "but I dell 
yon vat it is. Dot sbtorm would have 
com* ynst the same if it had not been 
predicted." 


WASHINQTON, D. C., June 9.—The 


new grand jury, to which the testimony 
against tbe star route ring will be sub- 
mitted, was drawn to-day. It ia pro- 
nounced an excellent jury that will do 
its duty. 


It is olai.-ned by the ^adjusters and 


their Republican friends that the ad- 
ministration has at last decided to help 
Mahone in Virginia. While the admin- 
istration has not yet taken any definite 
ground, it is undoubtedly more favora- 
ble towards the readjasters than before 
their convention. The Republican press 
has generally commenced the readjuster 
platform,and this has had some influence. 
Tbe administration heartily indortes 
the declarations of the readjoiten' 
platform in regard to a free ballot, fair 
count and public schools, but does not 
like the plank reaffirming belief in the 
Riddleberger bill. The parties who 
urge the President to recognize and 
help Mahone itate that the financial 
part of tbe readjuster platform counts 
for nothing in the coming fight, and 
will not attract attention inside or ont- 
lide of the state; that the voters who 
originally favored the readjuster party 
did ao on the readjustment ol the state 
debt, and the late convention had to 
mike a concession to those voters of 
putting in the platform a declaration in 
favor of readjustment. It is urged 
that the fight is really between the 
Bourbons and Liberals. The indie* 
tions are that the administration will 
not act hurriedly as to Virginia. There 
ia plenty of time, u the canvass will 
not open until in Augmst. Meantime, 
if the JreadjuteH make their fight 
for free ballot and fair eonnt, and not 
on tbe state debt, it it more than prob- 
able the administration will favor them. 
Democrat* generally say they do not 
believe the administration will interfere 
in the Virginia fight. Several senators 
who are still here think Virginia should 
be left to settle her own internal poli- 
ties, and they aay freely that if the ad- 
ministration helps Mahone the Demo- 
crats in the senate will hereafter re- 
sent it. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., June 9—There 


are several 
misapprehensions abroad 


Lhat, in justice to all concerned, should 
to corrected. In the first place, there 
il the very belt authority for saying 
that it is not true that Mr. Blaine or 
any other man in or out of the cabinet 
controls the president's actions. The 
appointment of Judge ttobertson 
as 


•oUeetor at New York was not even 
suggested, much lew dictated, by Mr. 
Blaine. 
It was the president's own 


voluntary act, and he i» ready to shoul- 
der the responsibility thereof. 
Those 


who think that James A. Garfield is as 
dough or putty in other men's hands 
are greatly mistaken. He is a great- 
hearted, generous gentleman, but also a 
man of strong will-power, and baa a 
•ut judgment of hii own, which hardly 
ever fails to serve him to good purpose. 


Another mistake that baa got abroad 


i* that there is likely to be a letting-up 
in the investigation and prosecution of 
the star mail-route frauds. The inves- 
tigation ii being pushed without fear or 
favor, and the inside and bottom facts 
will be brought to the full light of day, 
no matter whom they may expose to 
public reprobation. The president him- 
self is behind the force which in push- 
ing this investigation, and there will be 
no let-up. 


It is not true tbat the president or 


any member of tbe cabinet is taking an 
active part in the New York senatorial 
oouteiit. 
No official influence whatever 


has been, or will be, brought to bear 
upon tbat contest from Washington, 
directly or indirectly, with the wish or 
consent of the president. He eaya as 
far as be is concerned, when the senate 
confirmed Robertson as collector, he 
had no further quarrel with Mr. Conk- 
ling or anybody else; that if Mr. Cook- 
ling has any occasion for a quarrel at 
Washington, it must be with bis late 
brethren in tbe federal senate, and not 
with the executive department, which 
had performed its part when the name 
of Robertson was sent to 
the senate. 


The president seems quite indifferent as 
to whether Conkling shall be returned 
or not. Even Conkling'8 friends in this 
city do not lee how a re-election could 
vindicate him, the only question at is- 
sue having been decided when Robert- 
son was confirmed. Conkling's mistake 
Was in deserting the field of battle while 
the battle wis actually in progress. 


Secretary Kirkwood, of tbe interior 


department, ha* returned to his post of 
duty after a few days' absence in Iowa. 
Postmaster General James is in Mew 
York to-day. Attorney- General Mc- 
Veah is.in Philadelphia. Secretary of the 
navy Hunt and the president will attend 
tbe annual exercises at the naval acad- 
emy tt Annapolis, Maryland, to-morrow. 
Secretary Blaine'i health is better, *nd 
he is about to take bis leave for a so- 
journ in Maine. Secretary Windom is 
on a visit home in Minnesota.

state convention gave the president and 
hi* administration yesterday. 


The health of Mrs. President Oar- 


field coatinues to improve, and it is ex- 
pected tbat abe will be well enough 
next week to take up her quarters at 
the Soldier's Home, near this nity, 
where the family will spend the gam- 
mer. President Garfield's mother, with 
two of the children, has returned to 
Mentor for the summer.

The western limit 
is a little beyond the street oar stablen 
at Mount Pleasant, near the city boun- 
dary. Tbe limit south is at Burton 
street, near Scott street, as has been 
already mentioned. 


Amooer the property destroyed on 


John street is a large number of hand- 
lome buildings used as itores and pri- 
vate residences. 


A battery was called out, and ren- 


dered excellent aid in saving property 
and preserving order. 


Several remarkable whirlwinds were 


caused by the fire. Tife men were in 
some cases lifted off their feet. 


OB the lower field, where most of 


the burnt-out people had camped with 
their saved goods, the fire followed un- 
fortunates and burnt up most of the 
goods piled on the grass. 


Burning shingles fell over the city, 


and as far out as Maple avenue, during 
the night, endangering every part of 
the town. 


Several incipient fires in different 


streets were suppressed by the vigilance 
of the occupants. 


It is computed that there must be a 


loss of $2,000,000 between the build- 
ings, stock and furniture. 
Over 1,500 


are rendered homeless, and at least 300 
buildings have been destroyed. 


It ia impossible to give a full and 


correct list of the sufferers and losses 
and insurance at this moment, but all 
tbe insurance companies doing business 
in the city are heavy losers. 


The fire brigade and apparatus was 


quite unfit to cope with such a fire, and 
to ils weakness and wretched water 
service the whole disaster is due.

QUEBEC-, June 9.—At 1 o'clock the 


clanging of the bells of St. John's 
church in rapid and alarming tones told 
of the danger to that property, and 
summoned assistance. The whole ef- 
forts of the fire brigade were immedi- 
ately bent on saving the sacred edifice, 
but to no avail. Nothing was saved 
but the ncred vessels and some of tbe 
most valuable plate and furniture of 
the sanctuary. The fire had possession 
of the noble structure in almost -less 
space of time than it takes to tell, and 
tbe finest and largest church io the city 
was doomed. It was a grand right to 
witness the angry flames climbing the 
steeples of tbe church, and to see them 
fall a few minutes later. The more 
northerly of the two was the first to go. 
It gradually tottered over, and then Cell 
outwards on to the roof of the struct- 
ure. 
The other steeple gradually sunk. 


Next after the church came the 


Friar's school opposite, and fitill the 
fire swept on. Neighbors around had 
carried their household goods to tbe 
front of the church, and there piled 
them at the very door of the sanctuary. 
All was irretrievably lost. The church 
wai worth at least $100,000, and the 
insurance ie only $10,000. 


At the foot of Jupiter street, below 


tbe Berthold market, the flamei had 
crossed from the low rids of St. John 
street, and from this point they rapidly 
flew west along that fine avenue, keep- 
ing pace with the other division of con- 
flagration opposite. 


Nor wai the fire confined to St. 


John's street. At Jupiter it spread 
southward to Berthold Market place, 
destroying Gabriel street from St. Pat- 
rick street, as far out as there were 
buildings to be destroyed.

fire. 


At Scott street the fire ran upwards
